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Mayor refuses to give details 


City director firing suppressed

Ed Fall, director of the Romulus 
wilding department, has been fired 
>y Mayor William M. Oakley, but 
tews of his termination has been 
oppressed for more than a month. 
The Roman was apprised 
Vednesday by an employe in the 
wilding department that Fall was 
in Innonr pmnlnved bv the citV. but 


refused to give any details. 

Asked that same day about Fall, 
the mayor commented, “It’s a 
personal matter. I have no com- 
ment. You’ll have to talk to Ed 
yourself.” 

Oakley refused to disclose 
whether fFall had resigned, been 
fired or asked to quit 

He did say, however, that he did 
not think that a news story about 
Fall’s termination was important. 


Friday, Fall said that Oakley had 
asked him to quit last Aug. 31, citing 
a lack of cooperation from Fall’s 
subordinates. 

“I told him to goto hell,” retorted 
Fall. 

He said he received a letter from 
the mayor on Sept. 5, just as he was 
about to go on vacation, informing 
him that he was being terminated 
effective Sept. 29. He said the letter 
was dated Sept. 1. 


Mayor had denied 
dismissal at hand 


Romulus Mayor William M. 
Okley was asked by the Roman 
after Sept. 1 about rumors that 
Ed Fall, director of the city 
building department, was coming 
under fire by some council 
members. 

At that time, he denied that he 
had any plans to terminate Fall. 

However, Oakley sent Fall a 
letter dated Sept. 1 and which 
Fall said he received Sept. 5 
informing him that he would be 
dismissed from city employment 
as of Sept. 29. 

Last Wednesday, the mayor 
refused to comment on how or 
why Fall was discharged, saying 
the story could be obtained from 
Fall himself.

Oakley said. 

The Roman has learned that a 
special closed council session 
Aug. 16 attempted to delve into 
Fall’s activities and background 
by the questioning of employes 
who worked for him. 

Fall was asked to leave the 
closed s ession w hen some council 
-members learned he planned to 
record the meeting on tape. 

Friday, Fall said, “I’m not 
surprised a t the mayor’s act ion in 
firing me. It’s probably for the 
best.” 

He said he did not feel that any 
pressure from council played any 
part in his dismissal by Oakley. 

“I believe it was his decision 
alone. He hired me to serve at his 
pleasure and wh^n he got tired of 
me, then it was his pleasure to let 
me go/’F^js/miphasized

He said he had supported Oakley 
in the last mayoral election and had 
collected approximately $8,000 in 
contributions from his supporters 
Fall, whose wife now runs his 
former business, Ed’s Mower 
Repair, formerly worked in the 
construction business as a job 
superintendent. He had been em- 
ployed by the city for the last two 
years and nine months. 

Fall said he had no immediate 
plans in regard to employment, but 
hoped to stay in the construction 
field. 


No discussion 


Fall said the mayor’s letter 
commended him for his con- 
tributions to the dty as director of 
the building department, but that 
“in the best interests” of Fall and 
the city, he would be discharged as 
of Sept. 29. 

Fall also disclosed that last Aug. 
16, the council held a special closed 
session to which Fall, his employes 
and the mayor were invited to at- 
tend. 


“When the council found out that I 
had a tape recorder and that I 
planned to tape the meeting, they 
asked that I leave and I did,” Fall 
explained 

Although he said he never found 
out the exact purpose of the council 
session, he learned subsequently 
that his employes had been grilled 
by some council members on 
himself and his activities. 

“I asked the mayor about the 
>uncil meeting the next day and he 
Id me to play it cool,” Fall said. 


Unhappy^ with city agent 

New citizens group demands 
answers on senior high-rise 


Dissatisfied thus far with the 
city’s attempts toexplain a proposed 
Romulus Senior citizens high-rise 
building a group calling itself 
Citizens Against Exploitation has 
presented a position paper to the 
mayor and council demanding more 
exact information. 

The position paper was handed in 
at the council session last week 
(Tuesday). Council informed the 
group it would give them a special 
hearing date at its next meeting 
(yesterday). 

Signed by Diana M. Burek, 
spokesperson, the position paper 
stated: “We ae appalled at the lack 
of information provided by Mr. 
(Leo) Sklar at the high-rise in- 
formation meeting on Sept 20, 1978 
at the Romulus Community 
Methodist Church. 

“We feel that Mr. Sklar's 
presentation of the facts was 
inadequate and not clear concerning 
the proposed high-rise structure. 
Yet, as dty agent for senior housing, 
he apparently has te support of the 
mayor and coundL 

“It seems that there is a lack of 
communication between what is 
going on at city hall and the desires 
of the taxpayers of Romulus.” 

Because of what it felt was the 
“definite impact” that the senior 
dtizens high-rise would have on city 
taxpayrs, the group listed questions 
it wanted answered. 

Th position paper concluded with : 
“We are not against senior low-cost 
housing per se within the dty of 
Romulus But as reasonable citizens 
we demand to know all of the fact- 


srelating to any proposed project 
within the city that will directly or 
indrectly affect our homes, families, 
neighborhoods, taxes, property 
assessment, water and sewer bills, 
and our general wellbeing.” 

Brought out in discussion at the 
Sept. 28 meeting. Ms. Burek said, 
was that the proposed nine-story 
structure of some 200 apartment 
units was taller than the seven-story 
Idder which the local fire depart- 
ment uses to fight fires in multiple- 
story buildings. 

The senior high-rise will be 
located on the grounds of the present 
Romulus Elementary School which 
was recently purchased by North 
Cranbrook Associates for the 
minimum bid of $200,000 The firm 
plans to tear down the school 
buildinganduseonlya portion of the 
school grounds 

However, the project has become 
a controversy among some residents 
of the community and reached a 
head when petitions bearing 100 
signatures were turned in to council 
seal weeks ago protesting the 
construction of the senior building 
That action was countered a couple 
weeks later when petitions with 140 
names were given to council in 
support of the high-rise structure.

Originally, the residents group 
wanted to put the issue of the senior 
citizens high-rise on the November 
tollot. but were told by the county 
that it was too late to start the

A summer dance pavilion proposed 
for thesouthwestsectionof Romulus 
and previously rejected by the 
planning commission got the same 
treatment last week (Tuesday) from 
city counci L 

Counci members unanimously 
tumeddown a request to rezone a 12- 
acre site from M-l (light industrial) 
toC-3 (highway services) submitted 
by Ernest McCausland. The pavilion 
site is located south of Eureka Road 
between the 1-275 Expressway and 
the C & O Railroad. 

Last Aug. 21, the proposal was 
defeated 6-3 by the planning com- 
mission, although its chairman, Don 
Treder, was enthusiastically in 
favor of the pavilion 

Also strongly backing the 
recreational facility was Hyle 
Carmichael, the cit's industrial 
coordinator and former mayor. 

No discussion was held by council 
members on the pavilion proposal 
One city hall spokesman, who 
wished to remain unnamed said 
he believed the recent rock concert 
held illegally in Huron Township had 
cast an unfavorable light on the 
project.

The 61 -year-old Weiser who has 
lived and worked in Wayne since 
1951 after moving here from Chicago 
was a late candidate for the 
vacancy. 

The frontrunners during the 
month of September included Mrs. 
Christine Fargo, a Wayne County 
Juvenile Probation Officer who had 
three of the six votes and Manuel 
Lentine, former councilman and 
former city assessor for the City of 
Westland 

Weiser said he was surprised and 
pleased by the council’s action 
"I think it is a privilege and an 
honor to be named to the council,** 
Weiser said, 

"Maybe some will view me as a 
‘compromise candidate,’”, con- 
tinued Weiser, "but I will be my own 
man and work for the betterment of 
all." 

Weiser is a graduate of Albion 
College where he was awarded a 
degree in education in 1939. He also 
attended Washington University in 
Gayton, Missouri and received his 
masters from Albion in 1951. 

Weiser will serve out the unex- 
pired term which terminates in 
November of 1979. 

Weiser’s name was offered as a 
compromise candidate by Mayor 
Paul Lada who, in a letter to his 


colleaguesdatedSept. 22, stated: "It 

is apparent to me that the selection 
of a Council person from among 
those currently being considered is 
not likely 

"So, in the spirit of compromise, I 
am submitting the name of Nathan 
Weiser for consideration ...Offering 
a new person for consideration 
should not be construed as a put- 
down to anyone previously con- 


sidered." 

Weiser’s credentials are im- 
peccable. He has served as a charter 
member of the Industrial Advisory 
Board and is presently serving on 
the Executive Board of the Wayne 
Economic Development Cor- 
poration In September of 1966 
Weiser was elected to the Board of 
Directors of the Wayne Federal 
Savings and Loan Association and 


after their merger, continued to 
serve as a director of the advisory 
board. 

He was honored as an outstanding 
Rotarian in 1977 and for his service 
to the community, Weiser was 
awarded the "Paul Harris" award 
In May of 1977, Judge John C. Seiler 
of the 29th District Court in Wayne 
presented the Liberty Bell to Weiser 
in Law Day ceremonies for out- 


standing service to the community. 

Last June, Weiser was also 
honored at a "Chai" dinner, (Chai 
means life), by the Livonia Jewish 
Congregation and Sisterhood, for 
18 years dedicated service. 

Weiser’s wife, Norma, also is 
active in civic and local affairs. She 
is a member of the Human 
Relation’s Commission and the 
Housing Commission.

Action only token gesture 

City to probe proposed new jet runway 


The city of Romulus formally went 
on record last week against the 
building of a new east-west jet 
runway at Metro Airport and 
directed its attorney to investigate 
such proposed expansion. 

The action was contained in a 
resolution from Mayor William M 
Oakley and passed unanimously by 
council at last week’s session. 

The action followed release of 
information last week that the 
Wayne County Road Commission, 
which runs the airport, is expecting 
a study now underway to recom- 
mend a giant new runway to the 


south of and parallel to the existing 
east-west runway at Metro. 

The citys’s action may amount to 
nothing more than a token gesture 
since past opposition by Romulus to 
airport expansion has been more or 
less ignored. 

A suit filed by the city in 1974 
opposing construction of the last 
runway at Metro is now before the 
U.S. Court of Appeals The new 
runway was finished last year. 

Oakley refused to comment fur- 
ther on the matter at this time, 
saying that he plans to give that 
information in a future newspaper

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Continuing Ed goes to hospital 


The Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools will be taking its continuing 
education program to Northville 
State Hospital this fall. 

The deal between Northville 
Public Schools and Wayne- 
Westland, cemented by board 
resolution Monday night, is the 
latest scheme in Wayne- Westland’s 
current campaign to increase its 
student enrollment 

The district administrators have 
been beating the bushes to expand 
its continuing education enrollment, 
as it faces declining enrollment in its 
regular kindergarten through 12th 
grade population. 

It was only two weeks ago that the 
district announced it had struck a 
deal with St. Mary’s Catholic School 
in Wayne, whereby the district 
would take over academic in- 
struction of the children and thereby 
be able to count part of each student 
in its enrollment figures. 


The arrangement approved 
Monday night allows Wayne- 
Westland to go to Northville State 
Hospital and run continuing 
education classes for residents 
there. The Northville district signed 
the agreement to transfer the total 
responsibility to the Wayne- 
Westland Schools. 

According to Deputy Supt. Dennis 
O’Neill, Wayne-Westland hopes to 
enroll between 350 and 400 students, 
and thereby increase the student 
count by about 100. 

Since continuing education 
students can be counted only as part- 
time, taking instruction perhaps 
only once or twice a week, they are 
counted only by using a “full time 
equivalency” (FTE) formula. 

The district has conducted a 
similar program in the past at 
Wayne County General Hospital’s 
Eloise psychiatric facility. Two 
district employees who ran that will 


be in charge of the new assignment. 
Teachers will be hired on part-time 
basis to teach the classes. 

The district’s objective is to in- 
crease that total student count. That 
brings more money to the district in 
two ways. First, it brings in about 
$960 per student in state aid. In a 
larger sense, when additional 
students increase the total number, 
then it works out that there is less 
local wealth to support the education 
of each student. That means the 
state will supply more money to 
educate each child. 

It looks like Wayne-Westland is 
going to need these extra students to 
bring into alignment a very tight 
budget this year. 

The fourth Friday student count 
last week produced a tentative head 
count of 20,243 students in kin- 
dergarten through 12th grade and 
special education. That is 57 less 


than projected, and the projection 
was 950 less than last year. 

Important figures that are still not 
in are the number of continuing 
education students. It is hoped and 
projected that continuing education 
will add at least another 1,800 
students to the enrollment number. 
It is in that category that the St. 
Mary’s and Northville students will 
be counted. 

The administration is currently 
putting finishing touches on the 
budget for the 1978-79 school year. 
That business department has been 
using the “optimistic figure” of 
23,000 as the enrollment, said 
O’Neill. And the district admits it 
will be hard pressed to reach that 
number. 

The public hearing on the budget, 
which must be adopted by Nov. l, 
will be at 6 p m. Oct. 23, at the board 
offices, 3712 S. Williams in Wayne.

Stein 'grounded' on plans 
to create helicopter patrol

The appointment of Courtney F. 
Jones as manager of product 
planning on General Motors’ Pon- 
tiac Motor Divisions engineering 
staff has been announed by Stephen 
P. Malone, the division’s chief 
engineer. Jones, formerly assistant 
divisional comptroller for Pontiac, 
replaces Kenneth A. Pickering, who 
recently became director of 
engineering, General Motors design 
staff. Jones, a Belleville resident, 
began his GM career in 1963 with the 
GM Assembly Division first as a 
college student trainee and later as a 
college graduate-in-training.

Canton Township Supervisor 
Harold Stein’s goal to make a profit 
by providing helicopter service 
came crashing down Tuesday night. 

Township board members, with 
the exception of Stein, unanimously 
agreed that the earlier purchase 
agreement to buy three army sur- 
plus helicopters should be rescinded. 

After learning that the purchase 
was potentially an illegal one, if the 
choppers did not make it to the air 
within one year of the purchase, 
board members decided against the 
concept. 

The facts appeared to be against 
Stein. 

First, he earlier said that he was 
not going to spend any money on the 
program unless the township could 
win a federal Law Enforcement 
Administration Assistance grant. 

Then it was discovered that the 
federal agency was not receptive to 
funding helicopter programs. It was 
also learned that the filing deadline 
for application was Oct. 1, and that 
the application did not meet 
qualifying criteria. 

So without the grant, the choppers’ 
purchase, at $500 each, would be 
grounded. 

And if grounded, the federal 
government would be forced to 
repossess the merchandise within 
one year of the purchase. A 1977 
regulation that stipulates the 
choppers must be bought and used in 
12 months time. 

Steiq, apparently did not know of 
the new rule. Even so, he was

reluctant to let go of the chopper 
concept when faced with the 
regulation. 

Embroiled in a heated debate at 
the board meeting, Stein said that he 
still favored the helicopter purchase 
and that he was not trying to steer 
the township into trouble. 

“I am not trying to deceive you. I 
am not lying to you. I just told you 
what I learned, ' ’ said Stein. 

The actual resolution rejected by 
five board members called for the 
board to purchase the helicopters for 
storage until it would decide to 
utilize them or sell them for a profit. 

Trustee Lynn Goldsmith and 
candidate for treasurer Maria 
Falkiewica put forth the “cons” of 
the purchase agreement, saying that 
until Tuesday, citizens were only 
hearing the “pros.” 

‘‘I do not believe there is any 
grant.” said Mrs. Goldsmith. “I do 
not believe the program can be put 
into effect with a year, and I think 
it’s a waste of tax dollars.” 

Still pursuing his helicopter 


program, Stein brought to the board 
Tuesday night an outline of a 
chopper service. 

His idea is to supply six neigh- 
boring communities with the air 
patrol. He even believed that 
other Western Wayne County 
community leaders favored his idea 

He conceded that not one com- 
munity official was willing to state 


how much, if any. support for the 
program would be monetary. 

“I don’t believe that those people 
say what you say they’ve said,” 
charged Mrs Goldsmith. “I don’t 
believe they’d be willing to support 
the program considering that Wayne 
County’s helicopter service will be 
cut in December because area 
communities wouldn’t help to 
support it.” 

Stein responded that he still 
believes in the program, and him- 
self. 

“I believe I did the best I could. I 
believe in the helicopters.”

For many years, we at 
Associated Newspapers have 
been impressed with the ap- 
parent contradiction which 
exists between the names of 
organizations and their func-' 
tion.

Club became the mouthpiece 
for one candidate’s campaign to 
gain the mayor’s seat, and not 
one democratic priniciple 
remained un trampled 

In Belleville-Van Buren, the 
Democratic Club has displayed 
its dedication to principle by 
refusing to allow members to 
propose rule changes. And when 
those rule changes are sup- 
ported by a majority of the 
voting members, they are 
dismissed as not being con- 
clusive. 

Yes it is ironic that the 
principles of democracy have 
made such little progress within 
the clubs boasting the same 
name. 

Of course that is to be ex- 
pected when the clubs are mod- 
eled after the ‘perfect example’ 
of democracy in action, the 
large union. 

For years, the 15th District 
Democratic organization was 
ruled and run by John Canfield. 
Canfield, like those who came 
before him, and those who.have 
followed, ran his meetings 


according to Canfield’s Rules of 
Order. 

For insiders, it was obvious 
that you simply could not 
conduct a meeting without 
limiting input from members. 
Unfortunately, or fortunately, 
however you may look at it, that 
limit on input seemed to 
always exclude anyone with an 
opposing viewpoint. 

When, on occasion, the op- 
posing view was expressed, 
club puppets would shout down 
the person expressing that 
opinion, in the finest tradition 
of free speach. 

Fortunately, the Democratic 
Clubs no longer have a 
monopoly on supplying can- 
didates for public office. 

At one time, the local club 
was a necessary rung in the 
ladder to ellective office. Any 
person aspiring to office had to 
first garner the support of the 
Democratic Clubs power clique. 
Only then was it possbile to 
successfully run for election. 

It is little wonder then that the 
quality of candidates for office 
in the past was considerably 
lower than it should have been. 

Today, the clubs which bear 
the name of our lofty guiding 
principle of government, no 
longer exercise absolute control 
over the elective process. 
Today, those clubs have become 
narrow vehicles for ‘tunneled 
vision* special interest. 

We feel that the demise of the 
Democratic Club and its 
hackneyed Tammany Hall style 
political leaders brings more 
potential for democracy to our 
communities than any other 
recent development. 

While we would be the first to 
promote a real community 
interested organization, few are 
currently in operation. Those 
which do exist, such as 
Romulus’ ‘WE the People’, 
receive little support from those 
associated with the so-called 
Democratic or Republican 
Clubs. 

And that’s too bad. 

But so long as you do not 
judge a book by its cover or a 
club by its name, little real 
damage will be done.

Tisch-Head/ee- Voucher 

or "Tislee-vouch"

Michigan voters will, in November 7, election, 
be confronted by a record eleven state-wide 
ballot proposals, involving many important 
issues, and several complex ones. 

All of these ballot proposals will be in addition 
to the election of candidates for numerous 
public offices. 

i With so many decisions to make and such a 
lengthy list of proposals, some voter confusion is 
understandable. 

In an attempt to assist voters and soften some 
of the confusion, the Secretary of State’s Office is 
preparing large placards to be posted in each 
voting precinct. The posters will outline the 
contents of each of the elven state-wide 
proposals. The actual question, as it appears on 
the ballot, also will be printed on the placard, 
along with a sample ballot indicating how the 
voter should mark his or her preference. Since 
most of the proposals involve amendments to the 
Michigan Constitution, the poster will indicate 
the section of the Constitution that would be 
changed. The ballot itself will contain only the 
question on the proposal. 

The Secretary of State’s Office does not specify 
as to whether the informational poster will in- 
dicate the section of the Constitution that would 
be changed. The ballot itself will contain only the 
question on the proposal. 

The Secretary of State’s Office does not specify 
as to whether the informational poster is to be 
outside or inside the voting booth. If inside, 
voters may be hard pressed to read all the in- 
formation, since the time limit for individuals to 
remain in a voting booth is two minutes. 

The poster idea has merit, and should be 
helpful, but it Is a last-minute effort to inform 
voters. 

Each person’s vote on the ballot proposals 
should be informed and carefully thought out, 
with both sides of the issue considered before 
stepping into the boting booth. 

It should be noted that anyone who is 60 years 


old or older is automatically entitled to an ab- 
sentee voter ballot. They are easy to obtain and 
give a person plenty of time to study the ballot 
before voting. 

There will be three tax proposals on the 
November election ballot. Seemingly, they 
conflict with each other. What happens, 
therefore, if all three are approved? 

The three, all of which would amend the State 
Constitution to alter Michigan’s tax system, are: 

— The “Headlee” amendment, which would 
limit increases in state spending to increases in 
total state personal income; 

— The “Tisch” amendment, which would cut 
property taxes in half and permit a one percent 
increase in the state income tax; and 

— The so-called “voucher” plan, which would 
eliminate property taxes as a means of financing 
schools, shifting the entire burden to the state, 
and provide parents with state “voucher” 
payments to pay for attendance at any public or 
non-public shool. 

Under Michigan’s 1963 Constitution, if two or 
more conflicting proposals are approved by 
voters, the one receiving the greatest number of 
votes goes into effect. Unfortunately, the Con- 
stitution does not specify what constitutes a 
conflict, and that lack of a definition could throw 
the entire problem into the courts. 

There have been various studies of the three 
tax proposals, and the impact of approval of all 
three by the voters. 

One such study was released very recently by 
the Senate Fiscal Agency. It said, in effect, that 
the three proposals are basically compatible 
and could take effect together if they all pass. 
However, the study did predict confusion, 
practical problems and difficult policy decisions 
in working out conflicts between the plans. 

It noted that each proposal has at least one 
section which partially conflicts with another 
section of one of the other proposed amend- 
ments, but that the proposals are “basically 


compatible and could generally be administered 
concurrently.” 

Another study, by the House Democratic 
Research Staff, sees legal and practical conflicts 
between the three proposals which would be 
difficult to sort out, with “a lot of questions and 
no answers.” 

For instance, while the Headlee amendment 
limits state spending, the voucher plan man- 
dates increased state funding for schools. While 
the Headlee proposal limits property tax in- 
creases to the rate of inflation, the Tisch 
amendment allows increases in property tax 
assessments of no more than 2.5 per cent a year. 

Those are just two areas of apparent conflict. 
There are others. Another study, by the Tax- 
payers United Research Institute, sees no 
contest between the three amendments, but it 
does note that approval of the Headlee amend- 
ment would prevent a Tisch tax shift from oc- 
curring unless approved by voters. 

Meanwhile, the Executive Office has an- 
nounced that a special commission will be ap- 
pointed before the November election to deal 
with conflicts that may arise if all three 
proposals are approved. 

State officials say there is no “self-executing” 
mechanism to sort out conflicts and decide the 
problems, indicating the final answer will lie 
with the courts. 

It is possible that supporters of the proposals 
will make the court challenges of one or both of 
the other proposals. As a last resort, state of- 
ficials could seek either a court solution or an 
attorney general’s opinion if faced with im- 
plementing voter-approved proposals which they 
consider in conflict. 

The tax propositions are three of eleven state- 
wide proposals that will appear on the November 
ballot. The Headlee amendment will appear as 
Proposal E, the School property tax-voucher 
amendment as Proposal H and the Tisch 
amendment as Proposal J.

The 'Fourth Estate' 


—On its passing

The subject was: Is Freedom of the Press 
under attack? 

The location: Ann Arbor Press Club, 

University of Michigan. 

The audience: More than 50 editors and 
publishers of Michigan newspapers. 

TTie conclusion: 

Yes. The Press has recently suffered court 
defeats which, if carried to logical conclusions, 
could very well mean the end of the ‘Fourth 
Estate’. 

So what? Who cares? 

Well in the long run, those people who have 
advocated this current trend, may well be the 
largest losers when the final chapter is writen. 

It would bean impossible task to outline within 
the confines of this space all ramifications of 
recent court decisions, but suffice it to say; 
unless the courts of thiscountry quickly come to 
their collective senses, the door will have been 
opened to abuse of power at the precise instant 
that our last restraint of that abuse had been 
eliminated 

Last week, the Supreme Court decided that a 
reporter cannot protect his sources if those 
sources are demanded for either the defense or 
prosecution of a criminal case. Even if that 
source provided only information available to 


everyone, the source must be identified. That 
ruling will effectively eliminate the protection of 
confidential sources by reporters thereby 
eliminating the sources. 

Had the Supreme Court made this ridiculous 
decision prior to ‘Watergate’, The Washington 
Post’s ‘deep throat’ would never have provided 
the information which ultimately resulted in the 
exposure of wrongdoing at the very top of 
government. Nixon would still be president, and 
his tapes unerased. 

Last May, the Supreme Court brought down an 
equally ridiculous derision in the Stanford Daily 

case. 

The court ruled then, by a five-to-three vote, 
that police could burst into a newsroom and 
search for any ‘information* related to a 
criminal case 

The court declared open season on reporters’ 
confidential sources notes, tape recordings, 
photographs, internal memos, or anything else 
on the newsroom premises. 

It requires no imagination to imagine the 
ramifications of such a ruling prior to 
‘Watergate.’ 

Nixon s peoplewould have had a field day with 
the Washington Post and any other newspaper 
foolish enough to print stories critical of his 


Imperial Presidency. While law exerted only 
minor influence on the actions of Nixon’s friends, 
even that restraint would have been removed. It 
is not difficult to picture our country’s 
newsrooms as occupied territory, in the event 
that another Nixon happens on the scene. 

A logical question to ask is, why? Why has the 
Supreme Court decided to break with the past 
and place the very concept of a ‘Free Press” in 
jeopardy? 

Many in the newspaper business feel that 
recent court decisions reflect nothing more than 
the judiciary’s desire to become more than just 
an independent branch of government. 

According to Mr. H. Friedheim. Executive 
Vice President of the American Newspaper 
Publisher Assn. “A few judges seem to want not 
an independent judiciary, but an imperial 
judiciary - a judiciary which would bend and 
beat our citizens' press freedoms into service, 
not of the public, but of the courts and the law 
enforcement agencies.” 

We should all hope those on the bench who 
entertain notions of imperialism will remember 
that the last time one of our coequal branches of 
government assumed imperial pretentions, the 
checking and balancing was both quick and 
effective. 


Secret meeting 

not worth 
its final cost 


Two weeks ago, a Romulus 
resident filed suit in Circuit 
Court to enjoin the City Council 
from holding ‘secret meetings.’ 

That suit was the result of a 
meeting which occurred on 
Aug. 31, called by Mayor 
Oakley for the purpose of 
discussing the drive to unionize 
city employees. 

Last week, the plaintiff in the 
case, Ed Rush, brought to the 
Roman, a partial tape recor- 
ding of that meeting 

Listening to that tape is an 
excursion through legislative

commission of an illegal act. 

In the two years since 
passage of the ‘Open Meetings 
Act,* many elected officials 
have taken the position that 
you’re not wrong unless you’re 
caught.

'R-r-r-radio reflections'

The response from readers to last 
week’s column on radio is both gratifying 
and overwhelming. Evidently, there are a 
lot of people out there who remember, or 
perhaps more accurately, like to 
remember the golden age of radio 

As a lad, I attended the Robert Burns 
grade school in Detroit School, as I recall, 
was dismissed around 3: 30 each afternoon. 
When I’d finished my duty as a safety 
patrol boy, 1 ’d dash the seven blocks to my 
home (today, at age 45, I couldn’t dash 
seven steps without getting winded) and 
settle down in front of the radio to listen to 
several 15-minute shows so popular just 
before and during World War II. 

Most of these shows were sponsored by 
breakfast cereal companies, and they 
were always offering some gadget or 
another which would let you, as an owner 
of one of these items, be privy to all that 
was happening in the show’s inner circle. 

1 can still hear it, “For only one 
Wheaties box top and a dime, you will 
receive a geunine (they were always 
genuine) Jack Armstrong flashlight, or 
magnifying glass, or code ring.” 

Well, if vou went to school without the 
latest Jack Armstrong gadget, you just 
were outof it. I wonder how many mothers 
were driven to distraction by their young 
sons badgering them for yet another box of 
Wheaties in the house so that the lad might 
stand with head high in front of his peers? 

Besides Jack Armstrong, 1 can 
remember I Love a Mystery, Don Winslow 
of the Coast Guard, Sgt. Preston of the 
Yukon, Little Orphan Annie, and many, 
many others. 

These epics were generally about the 
same in their story line; i.e., the bad were 
always punished for their transgressions, 
and the good lived happily (at least until 
the following week) ever after. 


Those were simpler days, and perhaps 
that’s the reason so many of us like to 
engage in nostalgia. The things which we 
worry so much about today had not yet 
surfaced to prick our collective con- 
sciences. 

It was a nice, neat packaged world of 
black and white; good and bad; moral and 
immoral. You really didn’t have to make 
any serious judgments — you always knew 
that those dirty rats who held up the widow 
Brown would surely get theirs. 

Hence, I think radio adventures 
provided an umbilical of comfort for so 
many diring those bleak years of the great 
depression. With perhaps one-third of the 
Country’s work force without em- 
ployment, Lord, knows something was 
needed for just a lew hours, to take 
peoples’ minds off of the misery 
surrounding them 

And the same comfort was needed 
during World War II. 

Husbands and sons were being 
destroyed in places which until the 1940’s 
most people never knew existed. 

But Madison Avenue even snuck into the 
way. Prior to the hostilities, Lucky Strike 
cigarettes were sold in a dark green 
package. Then some wise ad man , and you 
almost have to salute his ingeunity, came 
up with an idea. Luckies were sold in white 
packages, the same packages you see 
today, and the commercials which blared 
from the radio said, “Lucky Strike greens 
have gone to war! ” Holy smokes, you felt 
that if you didn’t smoke the new Luckies^ 
you were unpatriotic, or at the least a fifth 
columnist. 

And boxing. Well professional boxing 
and radio had a long and honorable 
marriage. In those halcyon days of Joe 
Louis, Detroit’s Brown Bomber whose real 
name incidentaly is Joe Louis Barrow, a 


fight being broadcast on the radio was the 
excuse for some one to have a group of 
friends over for a party. 

Unfortunately, it was usually a very 
short party because the radio introduction 
of the fighters took more t ime than Joe did 
to dispatch his courageous, but I fear 
slightly insane, opponent. 

For a few years after the war ended, 
radio continued to broadcast fights. It was 
always on Friday night, and the fights 
came from either St. Nick’s Arena in New 
York City, or from the old Madison Square 
Gardens. 

We’d gather in front of the radio, a bowl 
of popcorn at our elbow, and if we were 
lucky, there would be a bottle of Pepsi 
Cola: in those days you could buy a six- 
pack of Pepsi for $.25 — that’s right, 
twenty-five cents. 

We’d hear Bill Stern or Don Dumphy 
describe the ring action. If a fight went the 
distance, we’d either applaud the decision 
or boo; we’d been so taken up with the 
description offered by the sportscaster 
that we actually thought we were there 
and thus competent to make a judgment. 
That was the power of radio. You’d listen, 
half day dream, and by golly you were 
there. 

This rambling about radio for the past 
two weeks in t his column has been fun. But 
in truth, as great as I remember radio, I 
have toadmit that TV is indeed superior in 
many resoects. 

For instance, the manned landing on the 
moon could never have been covered as 
well by radio as it was by TV. In that great 
moment of history, everyone who could 
wanted actually to see the event. 

But for its time, I’m convinced that radio 
did more good for this Country than 
anything before or since.

after studying the proposal. 

Mack told the Council Tuesday 
night that Tisch creates the illusion 
of a tax bonanza in the form of relief, 
but in the “long run we’ll be paying 
more for less service. ” 

The articulate young lawyer 
pointed out that the large cor- 
porations would benefit if Tisch’s 
proposal went into effect. 

“If Tisch’s passes, the total 
property tax cut in Wayne County 
would be approximately $378 
million,” said Mack, ‘ but the total 
benefit to the top 10 taxpayers - 
including Ford Motor Company, 
Detroit Edison, General Motors, 
Chrysler’s, Great Lakes Steel. 
Michigan Consolidated, McLouth, 
Dayton Hudson. BASF Wyandotte, 
Renaissance Center would be about 
$89 million or almost 25 percent of 
the total tax cut. 

“The repercussions are obvious on 
the local taxpayers and com- 
munities,” Mack continued, “they 
would have to dig deeper to make up 
the difference in some way or form. 

“Though your property tax would 
be cut in half,” Mack added, 
“there would obviously be a 
corresponding decrease in local 
revenue and a loss of credit on your 
federal and state income tax and 
since the state would have the right 
to increase its tax from 3.56 percent 
to 5.6 percent, you can see that the 
average person isn’t going to benefit 
from this amendment. 

“Also, the Tisch proposal also 
permits a 1 percent income tax 
subject to the voter approval,” 
Mack pointed out. 


What does this mean to the typical 
renter or homeowner in Wayne? 

“It means a net increase in 
taxes, however, since most of the 
increase will now go to the state and 
fails to make up the deficit created 


by tax cuts for industry, it would 
mean a drastic loss of revenue for 
local governments which translates 
into, “Pay more. ..for less.” 

Mack also stressed that passage of 
Tisch will mean “less local revenue 
and more state revenue which 


means loss of local control of 
goverment and forcing the com- 
munity to be more dependent upon 
the state. 

“When state control comes, it 
comes usually with an assortment of 
undesirable strings,” he added. 


Westland approves winter 
tax of 5.25 mills for drains 



■NOW'S! 
THE TIME! 



A winter tax levy of 5.25 mills was 
approved Monday night by the 
Westland City Council. The millage 
represents a Dec. 1 tax bill of about 
$80 to homeowners living in houses 
with a market value of about $30,000. 

Although there was some hope a 
few months ago that the city could 
reduce that tax bill by modifying the 
engineering on a new large drain, 
the millage turns out to be exactly 
the amount first proposed by Mayor 
Thomas Taylor in his budget in 
April. 

The winter city taxes are levied to 
pay the cost of retiring bonds bought 
to build large drains in the city. The 
most expensive item this vear is the 
Hunter-Leng Drain, which will be 
built through the south-central part 
of the city and cost an estimated $12 
million. That drain alone accounts 
for 3.74 mills of the tax. An earlier 
figure was quoted at 3.41 mills, but 
Finance Director Robert Matzo 
explained that he used his normal

procedure of adding a 10 percent 
delinquent tax cushion. That added 
tax to make up for delinquents won’t 
be needed after this year, however, 
once a county revolving delinquent 
tax fund gets into operation. 

In addition to the taxes for drains, 


the winter tax bill for Westlanders 
contains school taxes (a large chunk 
of the bill), county school taxes, 
Wayne County assessments and 
community college levies. 

The bill is dated Dec. 1 and due by 
mid-February.

To accommodate parents 

Health department extends immunization clinic hours 


The Wayne County Health 
Department is expanding its im- 
munize bon clinics to accommodate 
those children whose parents may 
be receiving school exclusion 
notices. 

The new Public Health Code 
provides that children whose im- 
munizabon schedules are not up-to- 
date shall be excluded from classes 
unbl such time as the vaccines have 
been administered. 

The first exclusion date for Wayne 
County is Oct. 17. Parents who have 
received a notice from the school 
must see that their children are 
immunized before that date in order 
for them to attend classes. Provision 
is made in the law for the child not to 
receive vaccines, if there are 
medical contraindication to the 
vaccines, or for religious or other 
reasons. However, the parent must 
go to the school to sign a statement 
to this effect. It may not be sent by 
the child. 


Dr Perry Stearns, health officer 
and medical director, and Dr Jane 
Polkowski, director of com- 
municable diseases, said the extra 
immunization clinics will take place 
at both the Taylor and Eloise site 
every Tuesday and Wednesday, 
concurrently, from 4 : 30 to 7:30 p.m. 
Oct. 11, 17, 18. 24 and 25. 

Parents who are unable to take the 
children to the evening clinics may 
go to additional special clinics on 
Sa turdays . T hese w il 1 be f rom 9 a . m . 
to 1 p.m at the Taylor and Eloise 
sites on Saturdays, Oct. 14, 21 and 28 

The new law calls for all children 
entering a Michigan school for the 
first time to be immunized against 
diphtheria, pertussis (whooping 
cough), tetanus (lockjaw), polio, 
measles and rubella Health officials 
urge vaccine also for mumps as this 
can be included in a combined shot 
with mealses and rubella. 

Dr. Polkowski said: “With 
Michigan leading the nation in 


measles and rubellaand second with 
cases of mumps, we urge a 11 parents 
to check their children’s im- 
munizabon records. If you are not 
certain of your children’s records, 
call us and we can help.” 

Parent apathy or lack of 
knowledge is believed by health 
experts to be a part of the cause of 
the high incidence of these diseases 
in Michigan. 


4, We also strongly suggest,” 
concluded Dr Polkowski, “that 
parents of junior and senior high 
school students check their records 
A large percentage of measles have 
been found with these older students 
and they may be spreading the 
disease to younger children There 
can be serious complications from

A financial summary of 
operations for fiscal 1978, which 
ended June 30, recently was 
presented to the Board of Directors 
of the Peoples Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA). 

Luther E. Lawrence, PCHA 
director of fiscal affairs. Sept. 28 
told the board that despite the dif- 
ficulties inherent in bringing a new 
hospital— Heritage in Taylor— into 
the authority, PCHA achieved an 
overall occupancy level of 78.3 
percent for the fical year. 

Lawrence said the authority was 
able to increase the bed-days 
available by 39,7 19 (13.51 percent) as 
Heritage gradually opened its beds 
to a full complement of 241. 

"Our service to outpatients and 
emergent patients increased by 
13, 336 or 7.41 percent,” he said, “and 
this figure totalled 193,370 people 
served.” 

In terms of full-time equivalent 
employees, average employment 
increased from 2,695 to 3,237, under 
budget by a little better than 1 
percent. 

Luther said the total people costs 
— salaries, wages, fringe benefits — 
put back into the PCHA com- 
munities a mounted to more than $48 
million during the fiscal year. 


According to Lawrence, the latest 
figureson operating costs, published 
by Blue Cross-Blue Shield of 
Michigan and which include the first 
six months of operation of Heritage 
Hospital, show the state average 4.52 
percent higher than PCHA’s costs 
and the average for hospitals in 
southeastern Michigan 18.06 percent 
higher 

In other matters, the board heard 
from the administrator of Outer 
Drive Hospital, Arthur H. Sugar- 


man. on the introduction of in- 
dustrial medicine service at that 
Lincoln Park hospital 

A basic rate structure has been 
approved by the board, which also 
determined that initially, physician 
services would be provided by the 
current Emergency Room medical 
staff, assisted by ancillary staff 
already in place at Outer Drive 
Hospital. 

The board also authorized sub- 
mission to the Michigan Department 
of Health, Division of Planning and 
Construction, on notices of intent as 
required for several proposed 
projects, including an expansion of 
the PCHA central office, establish- 
ment of a centralized electronic 
data processing system, the lease of 
interim space for the centralized 
EDP system, allocation of ap- 
propriate space at Heritage Hospital 
for an ambulatory surgery service, 
the set up of an ultra-sound service 
at Seaway Hospital and the im- 
plementation of a home care service 
at the Heritage Hospital. The 
board approved agreements bet- 
ween the PCHA and several colleges 
and universities for the continued 
use of PCHA facilities in providing 
clinical experience for students in 
nursing and social work curricula. 
The schools involved are Eastern 
Michigan University, Wayne State 
University, Schoolcraft College and 
Wayne County Community College. 

PCHA is the largest hospital 
authority in Michi^n, providing 
1240 beds in its five hospitals — 
Annapolis in Wayne, Beyer 
Memorial in Ypsilanti, Heritage in 
Taylor, Outer Drive in Lincoln Park 
and Seaway in Trenton.

The kit was mailed to him by jet 
some three years ago. Three years 
later Andy Smith is still at work 
constructing a one-of-a-kind, 
homemade helicopter. 

The Canton Township resident 
found no use for Krazy Glue, paint 
brushes or alphabetically con- 
necting parts. Instead he has stuck 
with the mail-order kit, containing 
unwelded, unmolded pieces of sheet 
metal and believes he’s just about to 
get the spare-time project off the 
ground. 

“It’s not like putting a model 
airplane together," Smith said, 
“This type chopper has to be over 50- 
percent handmade — from scratch 
— to be certified for flying. ’ ’ 

After three years of bending sheet 
metal, casting and wrapping in- 
sulation, and laminating the blades 
he has set his sights on spring for the 
first official take-off. 

Now the project only experiences 
marginal ups and downs. 

Lately he’s been seen by 
passersby along Michigan Avenue 
and Haggerty road hovering 25 feet 
or so over the ground at his garage. 
It is there that he’s testing his self- 
taught basic flying skills, mainly 
take-off. 

Smith admits to being proficient 
as an airplane pilot, but transfering 
the same operating procedures to 
choppers is not an accepted practice 
according to the federal aviation 
agency. 

Ninety percent of flying a 
helicopter, according to Smith, is 
learning how to balance the chopper 
while in flight. 

“It’s like learning how to balance 
a ball in a swimming pool, nothing 
like flying a plane,” he said. 

Many friends, logically so, ask 
him why he’s chosen the chopper 


route instead of a familiar one — 
that being of simply purchasing or 
renting a small airplane. 

But flying from airport to airport 
only to look forward to flying to 
another airport is stale and bor- 
dering on boredom to Smith who 
sees more advantages and ad- 
ventures to be found with his 
chopper. 

“With a helicopter you can take off 
from your backyard and fly to 
anywhere you want and not have to 
worry about having a runway to land 
on." said Smith. 

With chopper transportation, 
Smith can take off from Canton and 
glide into the backyard of his cottage 
in Brighton. He won’t have to face 
the 1,000 foot from the ground 
restriction that other aircrafts must 
abide by, which means more ac- 
cessibility to more places. 

If he chose to, or was forced to an 
emergency landing, the chopper 
could safely fall without causing 
damage, he said. 

In a daring mood he says he may 
even decide to land on the 
lakefront’s dock at the cottage. 

Although he says a week doesn’t 
go by without friends from the area 
and interested parties from within 
and out-of-state stopping in at the 
garage to take a peek at the 
homemade project, his family stays 
somewhat aloof. 

His sons haven’t taken an interest 
in the project, and he’s still in the 
process of coaxing his wife 
Rosemary to be his first passenger. 

Nonetheless he says his interest is 
enough to keep him in grubby 
clothes and under the almost- 
finished contraption both nights and 
on the weekends. 

Until spring, the project is an on- 
the-ground conversation piece. After 
that, the sky’s the limit.

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To battle builder 


Canton homeowners unite to protect investments

United they stand. If not..., 
•divided they fear their home in- 
vestments may fall. 

“It’s as simple as that/’ confirms 
George Vollman. The Canton 
Township homeow r ner is leading a 
united effort to force Koss Con- 
struction Company into attending to 
needed repairs on newly built homes 
in the Mayfair subdivision. 

The irate group have a list of “a”, 
“b,” and “c” strategy moves to 
speed the builders. 

“We’ve been told that they plan to 
leave the site and head for Troy in 
November,” said Vollman, “and we 
intend to take action before that. 


Once they leave they say they’re not 
coming back It’s too expensive for 
them too. they say.” 

The first plan of action is already 
past the drafting stage with a letter 
demanding action being sent to the 
builders. Response time requested is 
14 calendar days, and if the builders 
decide not to respond, Vollman says 
“watch out.” 

If need be, the homeowner say 
they will stage a picket formation at 
Koss’s new' construction site in Troy, 
hoping to put a dent in their business 
and to gain attention their own cause 
in Canton. 

But that’s a last resort, as is court 
action. 


They ultimately hope to convince 
Koss to give homeowners full 
authority over a skilled crew of 
workman, supervising the workers 
until the complaints are satisfied. 

“It would be different if it was just 
an isolated case,” Vollaman, “but 
it’s everybody. We’re all having 
troubles.” 

The list of complaints ranges from 
minor gripes about dried glue left on 
the drywall, to insufficient in- 
sulation ( in some cases none at all in 
ceilings), to faulty plumbing 
bringing raw sewage into 
homeowners basements. 


Coupling the repair complaints, 
neighbor Ed Paule also believes that 
Koss Construction may be guilty of 
false advertising. 

He has difficulty understanding 
how young builders (both under the 
age of 32) can honestly advertise 
that they’ve been in business for 
over 30 years 

Apparently Ken and John Koss, 
brothers, re-incorporated their 
father’s 30-year business two years 
ago, according to the state licensing 
and regulations department. 

“But we were given the im- 
pression that we would be dealing 


with the father who has a very good 
reputation as a builder. 

Another false advertising charge 
by the homeowners is that the 
homes, although advertised to be 
custom-built, are in fact subdivision, 
tract homes. 

“John (Koss) says he’ll let you 
decide on the types of door or brick 
you want. But to me that’s not 
custom building. Custom building is 
when you have your own property 
and you help figure out what you 


want your home to look like.” 
Vollman said. 

Neither of the Koss brothers were 
available for comment. 

Vollman stands in his laundry 
room where hot air is blowing. There 
is no laundry vent. He looks down at 
the floor where the builders had to 
dig up faulty plumbing, and points to 
the rafters in the family room where 
the insulation is only half of what we 
was told it would be. 

He glares, “and my problms are 
' minor compared to “

Police seek further dues

County seeks expanded funding 
of out-county nutrition program 


The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners is urging the ex- 
pansion of the Out-County Senior 
Citizens Nutrition program from 
five days per week to seven days. 

“Seniors don’t stop eatin on 
Saturdays and Sundays,” said 
Wayne County Commissioners Kay 
Beard of Inkster and Thomas 
Presnell of Westland), sponsors of a 
resolution that would expand and 
improve the federally-funded 
nutrition program to meet the needs 
of some 350,000 senior citizens in 
Wayne County. 

The Beard-Presnell resolution was 
unanimously approved by the Board 
of Commissioners at its Sept. 7 
meeting 

In addition to the seven-day-a- 
week expansion, the resolution calls 


for increased state and federal 
funding to provide 1,000 additional 
hot noon meals every day for out- 
county senior citizens who are “now 
being turned away at the door 
because the county isn’t given 
enough money to buy food to meet 
the demand.” 

“Our No. 1 priority is to get a 
special appropriation from the U S. 
Commissioner on Aging so that we 
can provide these additional 
meals,” Beard said. “Among those 

1.000 seniors are approximately 500 
homebound seniors who have been 
on our waiting list for home delivery 
for months and months. We are 
doing everything possible to see that 
their needs are not ignored or 
neglected — or placed at the bottom 
of the totem pole in Washington.” 


The act expires Sept. 30. and a 
*U.S. Senate-House Conference 
Committee is presently reviewing 
the proposed legislation 

The board has supported the 
proposed legislation that calls for a 
national nutrition appropriation of 
between $430 and $475 million for 
fiscal 1978-79. 

“The bill earmarks approimately 
$80 to $100 million for home- 
delivered meals; which is, of course, 
one of Wayne County's greatest 
needs,” Presnell explained 

The commissioner’s resolution 
also urges that six new nutrition 
sites be set up to handle the in- 
creased demand — and provide 
better access for the elderly The 
county now has 47 site locations in 


suburban Wayne County, including 
the core cities of Highland Park and 
Hamtramck and the Grosse Pointes. 
About 3,000 seniors are served daily. 
Donations of 50 cents per meal are 
requested of those who can afford it, 
but are not required. 

Beard said the resolution also 
seeks increased funding from the 
Michigan Legislature for its 1978-79 
appropriation for services to the 
elderly. 

“We also are pleading with the 
State of Michigan Office of Services 
to the Aging to modify their ad- 
ministrative guidelines to increase 
the percentage limitation for 
homebound deliveries from 15 to 20 
percent," she emphasized.

described the proposal as having an 
‘‘air supported structure” enclosing 
it, rather like a “bubble” similar to 
the enclosure over the Silverdome 
stadium. 

The construction device will give 
the park a longer season. Usually, 
such outdoor parks can be open only 
during the warm and dry months, 
and hours would have to be more 
restricted. 

The skateboard park would 
consist of concrete routes, with 
slopes, curves, tunnels and flat 
surfaces. Most youngsters now do 
their skateboarding down driveways 
and in streets, as the “sport” 
becomes more and more popular. 

Proponents of skateboard parks 
say they are safer, well supervised, 
and a recreational asset to a com- 
munity. 

Their placement in the community 


is the hard part, since nearby 
residents tend to reject the use 
because of noise and other 
problems. 

The location of the Westland park 
is ideal for that reason, city officials 
decided. It is located between the 
Chessie System railroad tracks, and 
the indoor roller rink called 
Skateland. 

The site plan produced Monday 
night shows the course set back from 
the road, with much of the site’s 
natural vegetation preserved to 
provide a landscaping buffer bet- 
ween Cherry’ Hill and the park. 
Trees will also remain standing 
between the railroad tracks and 
parking lot, and near the park itself, 
said Giordano. A fence will be put up 
between the development and 
railroad tracks, and around the 
whole site. 

The council had been quite con- 
cerned that the park would cause 


extra traffic congestion on Cherry 
Hill in an area already having its 
traffic problems. 

To alleviate that situation, the 
developer proposes to install both a 
deceleration lane for ingress and 
egress to the park, plus a passing 
lane, or “go-around” lane on the 
opposite side of the street when 
eastbound cars turn left into the 
park. 

About a year ago, the same 
developer had wanted to put a 
similar skateboard park on the 
opposite side of town, on Ann Arbor 
Trail. The council rejected that idea 
because of various concerns, in- 
cluding the traffic congestion, 
nearby residential areas, and 
closeness to Hines Park, a youth 
“hang-out.” 

The new plan is considered much 
better as far as location and 
surrounding land uses. It will be 
located on 12 acres of land.

A classic: Glenn takes on North

The stage is set for Friday night’s 
confrontation betwen John Glenn 
and North Farmington as the un- 
defeated powers clash for grid 
supremacy of the Northwest 
Suburban League. 

Coach Chuck Gordon’s Rockets 
shut out Thurston, 17-0, and Ron 
Holland’s Red Raiders stung 
Livonia Franklin, 23-0, on Saturday 
afternoon to run their respective 
records to 5*0 on the season and 2-0 
in the conference.

Friday night when they challenge 
Monroe for league supremacy.

'They’re a very good ball team,” 
commented Carter. "They are big 
and strong and they have an ex- 
cellent quarterback, so they are able 
to do things now that they couldn’t in 
the past.” 

Wayne erupted for two touch- 
downs in the second quarter and 
made them stand up for a 12-0 
halftime margin. Korte put together 
a 13-play, 80-yard drive after Lincoln 
Park failed to connect on a 22-yard 
field goal. 

In that drive, senior tailback Ed 
Turbeville was the mainstay of the 


attack. Korte also connected on a 
pair of key third down passes, one to 
Donald Schumpert that moved the 
Zebras to the LP 45 and another to 
Mike Blair who was stopped on the 
eight. An offside penalty against the 
visitors moved the host to the three 
where after Rick Rogers and Tur- 
beville were given opportunities to 
crash the line, Korte eventually 
scored on an end around sprint. 

Then, with 7:15 left in the second 
period, Skip Walker booted the extra 
point, making it’ a 7-0 ballgame. 

The Railsplitters didn’t do much 
with the ball after the ensuing 
kickoff, in fact, they managed to 
surrender it after a fragile 8-yard 
punt that gave Wayne possession of 
the ball deep in enemy territory. 

On the LP 34, Turbeville picked up 
nine yards on the first try from 
scrimmage, but a penalty put the 
ZXebras back to the LP 36. Korte 


then tried a pass which failed and on 
a third down and 12 situation, the 
senior QB slipped through 29 and 
picked up a first down on the next 
play went he broke through to the 19 

A pass to Schumpert moved the 
ball down to the LP three and a pitch 
to Blair got the Zebras to the one 
where Korte sneaked over for a 
touchdown with 2:12 left in the 
quarter. 

Wayne elected to go for the two- 
point conversion but the pass didn’t 
find the receiver. 

Wayne missed a chance to get its 
third TD of the quarter after another 
poor Lincoln Park punt which went a 
total of 10 yards. With 22 seconds 
remaining, Korte immediately went 
to the air and a pass to Blair was 
incomplete and his second attempt 
was intercepted, erasing the threat. 

Lincoln Park refused to give up.

Cheek hauled in a 29-yard aerial 
over the head of Wayne defenders 
anmd scored with 8:47 showing on 
the close and Wally Antovski’s point- 
after made it 12-7. 

Wayne threatened in its next 
series after the ensuing kickoff with 
Korte hooking up with Turbeville on 
a 41-yard pass which manauevered 
them to the LP 26 where, after 
Rogers picked up six, the 
Railsplitters held. With 4:57 left in 
the third quarter, Wayne gave up the 
ball on a punt to the LP 17. Ciarlino 
went to the air and got the benefit of 
a pass interference call which 
moved the team to their own 33. 

Ciarlino controlled the game for 


the next 13 plays as he used run- 
ningback Randy Webber and 
halfback Paul Szatkowski ef- 
fectively. Szatkowski gave the 
visitors a first down on a fourth and 
one situation at the Wayne 26, but a 
key defensive play by Emery 
Biggerstaff who nailed Davis at the 
25 forced LP in a third down and 10 
situation as the quarter ended. 

On the first play of the last 
quarter, Ciarino hit Cheek again and 
this time the receiver got to the six 
before he was tackled. The Wayne 
defense, thanks to Dave Lusk, Gary 
Duplessis and Biggerstaff, again 
held and five plays later Lincoln 
Park found itself back on their own 
31 where they gave up the ball after 
an incomplete pass. 

The visitors got the ball back after 
four uneventually Wayne plays and 
took posssession at midfield. Ciarino 


was instrumental in moving his 
teammates to the Wayne 18 but 
that’s the furthest they got as a 
holding penalty left them at the 33 
where they tried the old fake goal 
play and Bill Wilson broke up a 
passing play. 

With 5:43 left, the now desperate 
Parkers sent 11 men to the line in 
hopes of recovering the ball, but 
Korte pulled a surprise in the form 
of a 60-yard touchdown sprint which 
gave Wayne an 18-7 lead and some 
breathing room. 

Lincoln Park didn’t roll over and 
die, to use the cliche. With 3:03 left. 
King nabbed a 28-yard pass and 
strolled into the end zone for their 
second TD and a pass to Cheek 
accounted for a two-point con- 
version, making it anyone’s ball 
game at 18-15. 

Korte killed the Railsplitters in the 
next series as he took the team from 
their own 43 to the Lincoln Park 10 in 
seven plays thanks to Turbeville’s 
aggressive ballcarrying. At the 10, 
Korte and Blair teamed up for 
Wayne’s finhl TD, a pass 

Wayne chose to go for the two- 
point conversion after an offside 
penalty and missed and with 
seconds to go they had moved ahead 
24-15. 

Korte, who turned in his best 
performance of the season, scored 
three TDs and threw for another. He 
chalked up 91 yards in eight carries, 
while Turbeville had 75 of the 
Zebras’ 301 total yards on 15 at- 
tempts. Rogers settled for 28 yards 
in eight tries. 

Korte also hit on six of 13 passes, 
with one interception, for an ad- 
ditional 71 yards. 

Lincoln Park, though, had the 
edge in first downs, 13-9.
